vote of 8 to 6 the Interstate Con: 
merce Committee today ordered an 
unfavorable report on the nomina- 
tion of Cyrus E Woods of Pennsy!- 
vania, to be a member of the Ip- 
terstate Commerce ‘ommission. 
¢ Woods, former Ambassador. to 
Japan, was nominated recently 
after Senator Reed (Rep.) of 
Pennsylvania had demanded rep- 
resentation on the commission for 
Pennsylvania. Testifying before 
the committee last week, Woods 
said he had $200000 in railroad 
and coal company securities. He 
said that if confirmed, however, 
he would divest himself of these 
holdings and not sit in coal rate 


cases afecting his section of the 
country, 

The fight against Wood is a fight 
to keep Frederick Cox, whose term 
soon expires, on the commission, 
Senator Reed. (Rep.), Pennsylva- 
nia, charged today before the com- 
mittee. 

Before his appointment, Reed 
said, Cox was the “head of the 
Traveling Salesmen’s Union and he 
himself traveled and sold silk rib- 
bons.” : 

“If the President had reappoint- 
ed Cox,” he added, “it is beyond 
the bounds of possibility that his 
nomination would be confirmed.” 

Senators Goff (Rep.), West Vir- 
ginia, and McKellar (Dem.), Ten- 
nessee, leaders of the .opposition, 
promptly denied that they were op- 
posing Woods to retain Cox:

No Chicago-Detroit Games 
“Thrown” Unless Ris- 
berg and Gandil 
Did It, He Decides. 


FUND PRESENT FOR 
DEFEATING BOSTON 


No Supporting Evicence 
Found Involving Any 
Other White Sox Player, 


the Decision Declares.

CHICAGO, Jan. 12.—All_ the 
yaseball players involved in the 
illeged scandal between the Chica. 
go White Sox and the . Detroit 
Tigers in 1917 were exonerated by 
Commissioner Landis in a decision 
oday. 

The commissioner ruled that the 


fund raised by the White Sox was 
not collected or paid to the De- 
troit players for “sloughing” the 
series in Chicago, but was paid 
because of Detroit’s achievement of 
heating Boston 

Landis further ruled there was 
no “sloughing” of games in 1917 
Ir 1919, except possibly by “Swede” 
Risberg and “Chick” Gandil, who 
tccused the White Sox and Tigers 
of having played fixed games. Ris- 
perg and Gandil testified the 
White Sox “sloughed” a series to 
Detroit in 1919 to pay the Tigers 
for “throwing” .the series of 1917, 
so the White Sox could edge out 
Boston in the tight race for the 
American League pennant. 

No Meeting of Record. 

Landis, in his decision, id that 
veyond the statement of Gafndil, the 
record in the case disclosed nothing 
o the effect that the raising-of the 
money was ever discussed at a 
meeting of the players. Whether 
such a meeting actually took place 
is important only as going to the 
snestion of credibility. the decision 
said. 

The decision in part said: 

“In addition to the charge of 
sloughing the Sept. 2 and 38, 1917, 
series, Risberg alleges that Chicago 
sloughed to . Detroit two of the 
three-game series at the close of 
the 1919 season His only specific 
i1llegations are that he played out 
of position and that he believed 
that Gandill (and two other play 
2rs out of baseball! since 1920) also 
played out of position Gandil! 
corrohorated this. testifying 
he plaved out of position (first 
savine ‘T think it was two out of 
‘hree ball games’ and later saying 
[I prohably played out of position 
n all three games’); that he no- 
ticed Risberg played out of posi- 
tion, so he figured he would do it 
ilso, without even a wor between 
him and Risberg or with any Chi 
‘ago or DPDetroit players about It 
Of course. this testimony by Gan- 
lil and Risberg is evidence to tha: 
xtent against them, but” there is 
no cvidence whatever supporting 
‘he charge involving any other Chi- 
cago player.

Episcopate. 


PRESIDENT ORDERS 
PRIESTS PUNISHED 


He Declares Them Trhitors

MEXICO CITY, Jan. 12.—The 
Mexican Catholic Episcopate is ac- 
cused of responsibility for recent 
Catholic uprising in Mexico under 
the banner, “Long Live Christ, the 
King,” in a statement issued today 
by the office of President Calles. 

The statement declares that the 
Mexican Government is convinced 
that the rebels are acting under 
specific instructions from the Epis 
copate, and that orders have been 
issued to punish energetically 
clergymen guilty of inciting to re- 
bellion. 


“Traitors to Country.” 


The Catholic Episcopate of 
Mexico City, ‘“‘with the knowledge 
that international relations with 
the United States would be severe- 
ly strained or unfavorably modi- 
fied beginning Jan. 1, showing 
that they still are traitors to the 
country,” ordered the Catholic 
clergy to induce the largest pos- 
sible number of men to _ revolt 
against the Mexican Government, 
the statement says. 

Reviewing “Catholic rebellious 
activities” since Jan. 1, the state 
ment declares that the clergy’s ef 
forts have failed except in a few 
states, 

The Federal Government, the 
statement continues, has issued or- 
ders to punish ciergymen guilty of 
inciting to rebellion. Although they 
lack military dbility, “it is dis- 
tressful to be forced to sacrifice 
the lives of these men who, through 
their fanaticism, follow blindly the 
Episcopate’s instructions.” 


Revolt in Six States, 


The statement charges that the 
clergymen’s activities have result- 
ed in revolt in six different states 
and in the death of 24 Federal sol- 
diers and 75 Catholic insurrectioa- 
ists. In one case a letter, signed 
by Rene Capistran Garza, reported 
Provisional President cf a “new 
Mexican Government,” was found 
on the body of a rebel. 

A summary of the Catholic up 
rising, as contained in the state- 
ment, follows: 

“State of Guanajuato: The Cath- 
olic priests, Ignacio and Pedro 
Gonzalez, heading a group, revolt- 
ed near Leon; Federal soldiers 
killea 11 rebels who fled into the 
State of Jalisco, where they were 
again defeated at San Diego and 
Sauz. with the deaths of 11 addi 
tional rebels. Two hundred men, 
belonging to the State troops and 
commanded by Ignacio Montoya 
also revolted at Apaseo’ E! Alto 
Twenty-two rebels were killed, in 
cluding Montoya, in the first clash 
with Federal troops. 3 

State of Chihuahua: The only 
rebel - band operating here was 
headed by Nicolas Fernandes. The 
Medcerals killed four rebels in a

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APPARENT DANGER 


Ft. Worth, Tex., Pastor Ex- 
pected Thus to Justify 
Killing of D. E. Chipps 
Who Was Unarmed. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 

AUSTIN, Tex., Jan. 12. — The 
Texas law of “apparent danger” re- 
ceived emphasis in the examination 
of veniremen in the case of the 
Rev. J. Frank Norris, Fort Worth, 
Tex., Baptist minster charged 
with the murder of D. E. Chipps, 
indicating that the defense will re- 
ly upon Norris’ state of mind at 
the time of the killing. 

The law holds that a person who 
belicves he is in danger of death 
or of serious bodily injury may 
kill, even though the danger Is only 
apparent and not rea] and he does 
not have to run away to keep from 
killing. It declares his right to 
stand his ground and act in self 
defense. The law is not peculiar 
to Texas but peculiar sanction has 
attached to it here since early 
times, particularly in its provision 
that a threatened person does not 
have to run away or even back up. 

As the veniremen are called to 
the stand they are asked by the 
defense attorneys if they believe in 
th law of self defense. The af- 
firmative answer is invariably 
prompt. 

‘It is also the law of this State,” 
the pastor’s attorney continues, 
“that if a man believes himself in 
danger of death or serious bodily 
injury he has the same right to 
defend himself as if the danger 
were real. In other words he 
doesn’t have to back up or run 
away. Do you believe in that 
law ?" 

“TI sure do,”’ every juror accept- 
ed has said. 

It is assumed from the line of 
questioning of the defense lawyers 
that it will not attempt to show 
that Norris’ life was in real dan- 
ger, in view of the fact that Chipps 
was not armed, but that the cir- 
cumstances of Chipps’ visit to Nor- 
ris’ office last July 17 and his words 
and attitude there gave Norris rea- 
son to believe he was in danger. 

It is foreseen that the 
chief difficulty will be to overcome 


in danger. The State’s task is (o 
disprove that this was defendant's 
state of mind. 

In view of this situation, un- 
usual interest attaches to the an- 
nouncement that Norris’ secre- 
tary, Miss Jane Hartwell, its to be 
a witness for the defense. As an 


| eyewitness, it is expected that she 


will testify that the words and at- 
titude of Chipps were such as to 
justify Norris in the belief that he 
was in danger. 

As presumptions against Norris’ 
“reasonable apprehension of dan- 
ver” the State will attempt to show 
that the circumstances and atti- 
tude of Chipps were not of such 
hostile complexion as to warrant 
apprehension and that Norris is a 
person of quick and violent temper 
prone to defend bimself when un- 
assailed.

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SYMPHONY NEEDS HELP 
TO FINISH THE SEASON 


Must Have Immediate Subscrip- 
tions to Offset Society’s 
$80,000 Deficit. 


al 


Leaders of the St. Louls Sym- 
phony Society are continuing their 
efforts to interest well-to-do St. 
Louisans in the Symphony Orches- 
tra’s immediate need for substan- 
tial subscriptions to offset an $80,- 
000 deficit in the budget for the 
current season. 

While George D. Markham, 
chairman of the board of control, 
politely declined today to discuss 
the financial prospects of the or- 
chestra, it was learned that deter- 
mined efforts were being made to 
obtain pledges of $10,000 or more 
a year, with the prospect of curtail- 
ing the season’s program or aban- 
doning the orchestra cémpletely if 
they fail to materialize. 

All that the symphony leaders 
seek is enough large subscriptions 
to absorb $40,000 or $45,000 of 
the deficit, feeling assured that 
small subscriptions and past due 
payments would make up the bal- 
ance of the deficit. The orchestra 
has continued under difficulties 
since last spring when a campaign 
for $150,000 was only half-sub- 
Expenses for the current 
season, as planned, would run in 
excess of $200,000. 

The principal argument used in 
attempting to attract subscribers is 
the adverse publicity which would 
result from’ the abandonment or 
partial collapse of the orchestra, a 
66-year-old institution which is 
antedated in the United States only 
by the New York Philharmonic. 

Only recently the financial con- 
orchestra 
provoked scathing comment in a 
musical journal of national circu- 
lation.
